SENATE REFORM 


(MaéLean’s Magazine) 

When, at the coming, session, Par-. 
liament discusses the latest Senate 
Reform proposals, it will be dealing 
with a subject that has been echoed on 
the Capital Hill for decades. 7 

The earliest demands for senate re- 
form in Canada were voiced while the 
British North America Act was still 
in its experimental stages. The Sen- 
ate has been in existence for sixty 
years, and for fifty-three of them 
proposals for strengthening, weaken- 
ing or moving toward abolition of the 
Upper Chambers have been constantly 
to the fore. Gratton O’Leary, writing 
in the January 1 issue of MacLean’s 
Magazine, under the caption “What 
of the Senate}’ traces the movement 
for, reform from the earliest begin- 
nings and points out that in the ses- 
sion of the House of Commons in 1874 
David Mills, afterwards Minister of 
Justice and a niember of the Supreme 
Court moved as follows: 

“That the present mode of consti- 
tuting the Senate is inconsistent with 
the Federal principlé in our system of 
igovernment, makes the Senate alike 
independent of the people and of the 
Crown, and is in other material re- 
spects defective, and our Constitution 
ought to be so amended as to confer 
upon each Province the power of se- 
lecting its own Senators, and.to de- 
fining the mode of their selection.” 

Nothing came of this resolution, but 
| the seeds of agitation for reform were 
;sowed, and the clamor has been main- 
tained to the present. 

The liberal party made senate re- 
form a plank of their platform — in 
1891; and forgot about it after 1896; 
but in 1906 the whole problem was 
re-opened again. In 1910, 1911, fresh 
resolutions were’ introduced in the 
house, all with negative result. :

ihe was still a member of the Govern- 
‘ment, proposed that half the senators 
ishould be appointed by the provinces. 
He would have one half of the sena- 
tors. federal and the other half pro- 
vincial. They should all be appointed, 
not for life, but for a period of ten 
years; should be -eligible for re-ap- 
pointment; and should be retired at 
the age of seventy five. It was this 
scheme ‘that Mr. Hoey, of Manitoba, 
‘presented: to the Interprovincial Con- 
ference at Ottawa. . 

-| “But it is not Mr. King’s scheme. 
The Primé Minister’s proposal, in ‘so 
far as he has taken the’ public into his 
confidence, is simply that after a bill 
has passed the House of Commons at 
three successive ‘sessions, it shal!, no 
jmatter what the Senate does about it, 
jautomatically become law. : 

“The Senators. might’ throw’ the 
measure out the first session, and re- 
ject it again the second session, but at 
the third. session, if the House of 
Commons’ persisted that long, the 
Senate would be powerless to act. 

Its position would be that of the Brit- 
ish House of Lords. 

“Much may be said for this’ scheme. 
la first blush, ideed, it would seem 
| that in a democratic country there ‘is 
little that.can be said against it. Yet 
i-—as its critics have been quick to 
‘|point out—it has its. weaknesses. “In 

the first place, it pre-supposes that 
the House of Commons invariably re- 
flects what is known as publie opinion, 


and that, therefore, in rejecting any | 


'Government or House of Commons 
{measure, the Senate is flouting the 
people’s will. That, of course, is a 
proposition that cannot be sustained. 

“Yet the Senate, despite all that is 
said against it, or that can be said 
against it, is not as bad as it is paint- 
ed. There have been some weak men, 
and stupid, there, and there are some 
pages in the history of the Senate 
that one would willingly blot out; but 
also there have been good men and 
able men, men who proved that they 
cared a lot for the common good. Nor 
ne the Senate acted as a_ steady 
block to the legislation of the Com- 


He does even want to} 


hee get back to the original ideas of 
those who created the Senate. If the 
Senate has failed, these argue, it is 
for the reason that it has never been 
properly tried.’’. 


GAS COMPANY AND CITY 
OFFICIALS. LOCK HORNS 


(From The Viking News) 

As an aftermath of the break in the 
gas mains on New Year’s day when 
the citizens of Edmonton who used gas 
were practically bereft of their fav- 
orite fuel for the best part of a very 
cold day, the Edmonton city council 
are demanding from the gas company 
assurances that this will never happen 
again. Edmonton citizens shudder to 
think of another such day, and per- 
haps, if it occurs again, who can say 
but that it might be several days, and! 
nights, no one knoivs, does one. 

Well, in a way you can’t blame the 
citizens of the capital city. They 
shiver to think of having to go back 
shoveling coal and carrying out ashes, 
get the parlor carpet alt mussed up, 
and a quart of soot down their neck 
when the stove pipe falls down. And 
again, for ten years they refused to 
believe that there was any gas.at 
Viking, even after hundreds of them 
made special excursionss to the fie'd 
here and saw and heard and smelled 
it to their hearts content. But such 
a good thing could not be, so they 
promptly went Back and voted it down 
when by-laws to that effect came up. 

ut finally after outside capital 
came along and developed the pro- 
ject at no expense to Edmonton they | 
sat up and took notice, then a few 
services were installed and pretty soon 
the whole city was enjoying one of 
Alberta’s natural resources. 

Now then, after having the benefits 
of natural gas the past four Years, 
they are shaking in their boots for| 
fear of interruption in the service. 

The gas company says it will cost 
over a million dollars to construct. an- 
other main line, and that to build 
large gas tanks in the city is out of 
the question. 
Officials state, that the double line 
can’ be built is to raise the present 
rates twenty per cent, and_ that’s 
something its pretty hard to get all 
the consumers to holler “hurray” 
about. » ¥ 

In the meantime the gas company 
have installed continuous telephone 
service along the pipe line leading to 
the city and point out the fact that 
if they could have had this on New 
Year’s day it would have been possible | 
for them to telephone to Bruce and 
had the main shut off at that point, 
and. Edmonton would never have 
known, except for two hours at the 
most, that there’ was a break in the 
line. . 

For Edmonton’s sake we hope there 
will be no further breaks, but if one 
gccurs let it be when the fishes are 
cavorting in the lakes, the bathing 
beauties beautifying the shore, the 
old bus full of gasoline,’ and some 
jplace to go. :
